Henry IL Mingus 
Recounts 
Incidents During Carnage; 
Is Retired Railroader. 


Henry II. Mingus, of Rahway, 
New Jersey, a veteran of the 
Battle of Gettysburg and m em­ 
ber of the guard over Lincoln’s 
body when it lay in state in the 
national capitol at Washington, 
is visiting Gettysburg for the 
fifty-eighth time since his com­ 
pany left here in July, 1863, in 
pursuit of Ix*e’s retreating army. 
He 
is a guest at the 
P itier 
house, Chambersburg street. 
Although 
he is 
eighty-three 
years old, the veteran's recollec­ 
tion of personalities, places and 
events during the Civil W ar is 
remarkably clear, 
ami 
his re­ 
counting of 
wartime 
incidents 
captivates listeners. 
I sod Camouflage 
In the company of J. Allen 
Dickson, 
Springs 
avenue, 
Mr. 
Mingus visited the various posi­ 
tions on the battlefield at which 
his company, Co. G, 118th Penn­ 
sylvania 
volunteer 
infantry, 
known in the annals of history as 
the (torn 
Exchange 
regiment, 
was located during 
the 
three- 
day engagement here. 
One of Mr. Mingus’ most in­ 
teresting stories 
revealed 
that 
camouflage wras used by sharp­ 
shooters during the 
Civil 
War. 
“Our company, 
commanded by 
Capt. Richard 
Davids, was or­ 
dered back 
to the 
edge 
of 
a 
woods here for a rest during the 
battle, and most of us lay down 
on the ground. 
(Captain Davids, 
however, a tall man and faeries* 
in action, stood to light his pipe, 
As he struck a match and was in 
the act of taking the first puff, 
a shot rang out and he dropped, 
shot through the forehead, and 
died instantly.” the veteran re­ 
lated. 
Got Sharpshooter 
“The 
men 
in 
o u r 
company 
knew there was a sharpshooter 
concealed in the branches of a 
neat bv tree, 
and, 
although we 


could not see him, a number of 
us fired into the tr<*e from which 
we suspected the bullet had come 
which killed our captain. 
The 
sharpshooter, dressed in a green 
suit, 
with 
black 
buttons, fell, 
mortally wounded. 
In the tree, 
his unique suit made him almost 
invisible; but he never lived to 
fire another shot.” 
Mr. Mingus, who was wounded 
a t Shepherdstown and at Chan­ 
cellors Ville, is a pensioner of the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
having 
worked for 48 years as a bag­ 
gagem aster on fast trains plying 
between Nev York and Chicago. 
( ’bang»*d Regiments 
He was living a t Penns Grove, 
New* Jersey, when the Civil War 
broke out, and 
enlisted 
almost 
immediately 
in 
a 
New Jersey 
regiment, hut. coming to Phila­ 
delphia to hill farewell 
to 
his 
mother, 
he 
re-enlisted 
in the 
Corn Exchange regiment, com­ 
manded by Colonel Provost. 
He 
served his country for more than 
three years, and was present at 
the 
surrender 
at Appomattox 
and participated in the great re­ 
view of the troops before Presi­ 
dent Lincoln in Washington. 
He 
is a member of the 
Veterans’ 
legion. 
Mr. Mingus is one of tw*o sur­ 
vivors of his company, the other 
l>eing 
Andrew Davis, of Phila­ 
delphia. who is bedfast. 
Family of Fighters 
The visiting veteran 
said he 
took exception of the statement 
of a world war service man that 
in the late war “battles like the 
one at Gettysburg were fought 
before breakfast.” 
“ For actual hardships, display 
or courage, poor pay and poorer 
food, no w’ar ever compared with 
the Civil W ar,” Mr. Mingus said.
